DRY ENFORCEMENT FACES 
REORGANIZATION TANGLE 


Lack of Funds Is Blocking 
Civil Service Reform 
Prohibition Force. 


NEW TESTS ARE DELAYED 


Virtual cessation of Federal prohibi- 
tion enforcement through lack of funds 
to carry out the reorganization plans 
set out in laws passed by the last Con- 
rgess is confronting the Government 
Unless the Civil Service Commission 
is able to enlist the aid of the Depart- 
ment of Justice and other Government 
agencles the task of examining and 
investigating 20,000 applicants for 
places on the dry force appears to be 
insurmountable. 

That little headway is being made by 
the commission because of insufficient 
appropriations is no secret here and 
Officials yesterday admitted there was 
a possibility that the work would not 
be completed by November 1, the dead- 
line set by Congress. 

A tangle such as has never faced the 
commission since the frantic World 
War days has developed, due to the 
rigid requirements and lengthy investi- 
gation for the prohibition work, it 
was said. These qualifications, it is 
recalled here, constituted the Anti- 
saloon League’s main issue in seeking 
to have the new dry law pushed 
through Congress. ' 

While the commission is puzzled with 
ti sproblems, Dr. James M. Doran, newly 
appointed prohibition commissioner, is 
in the midst of probably the most un- 
usual period that has as yet faced a 
commissioner. With the commission 
continuing its open competition for the 
administrator’s posts, Dr. Doran may be 
forced to train an entirely new staff of 
field executives. He wants the present 
officeholders to take the tests, but in a 
few instances the administrators have 
expressed a desire to leave the service.

Williams’ plane dived into the water 
near the liner Mual, off Fort de Russy, 
carrying him down with it. Efforts to 
rescue him failed and attempts were 
made to recover his body. 

Williams was born in Arizona in 1898, 
He was appointed to West Point from 
Tennessee, graduating in 1918. He was 
unmarried. 

The accident came in the midst of 
a demonstrative farewell to Maitland 
and Hegenberger, who departed for San 
Francisco on the steamskip Maui, after 
a week’s celebration of their nonstop 
flight of 2,400 miles over the Pacific.

JAPAN BACKS AMERICA’S — 
LOWEST CRUISER FIGURE; 


IMPOSSIBLE, 


Sir Esme Howard, British Ambassador, Comes 
Back to Washington Unexpectedly to 
Confer With Kellogg. 


(Associated Press.) 

An unheralded conference at the 
State Department yesterday between 
Secretary Kellogg and the British Am- 
bassador, Sir Esme Howard, prompted 
speculation as to the connection of his 
conversation with the critical status of 
the three-party naval limitation dis- 
cussion in Geneva. 

State Department officials refused to 
make any comment on the ambassa- 
dor’s visit beyond the statement that 
he had come from the summer em- 
bassy in New England on his own mo- 
tion and not in response to a request 
from Secretary Kellogg. Sir Esme was 
said, at the department, to have 
planned an immediate return to Man- 
chester on the conclusion of his talk 
with Mr. Kellogg. 

Government spokesmen would not 
discuss in detail the situation that has 
arisen at Geneva owing to conflicting 
views of the American and British tech- 
nical experts as to the total cruiser 
tonnage requirements for each country 
to be constructed in framing the non- 
competitive naval building program. 

It was not even admitted that the 


figure of 400,000 tons in cruisers for 
Great Britain and the United States, 
mentioned by the American delegation 
Tuesday, was he limit to which the 
Washington authorities possibly could 
be induced to go by British argument 
for larger tonnage. Despite the offi- 
cial reticence, however, there was reason 
to believe the 400,000 tons figure was 
virtually the American outside limit 
and regarded in Washington as much 
in excess of the actual cruiser needs 
of either country. 

Japanese comment on the British 
argument for an increase in cruiser 
tonnage instead of a reduction of build- 
ing program, or at least a status quo 
agreement, is being awaited with con- 
siderable interest in Washington diplo- 
matic circles. 

Japan’s needs for sharp curtailment 
of naval expenditures due to her eco- 
nomic situation is a generally recog- 
nized factor in the naval limitations 
problem. For that reason it was an- 
ticipated by some diplomats that the 
Japanese delegation would offer strenu- 
ous objection to the enlarged cruiser 
program yhich the British experts have 
outlined.

Geneva, Switzerland, July 6 (A.P.).— 
Suddenly tntervening in the Anglo- 
American difficulty over cruiser ton- 
nage, Japan tonight not only sup- 
ported the American contention for 
a low limitation, but insisted that 
world interests would best be served 
by adhering to the original minimum 
figures of the United States of 250,000 
tons. 

Even British self-control was shaken 
by this unexpected whole-hearted ad- 
vocacy of the American position, which 
was made at an informal meeting. The 
British plenipotentiaries seemed to be 
stunned for a moment; then W. C. 
Bridgeman, first lord of the admiralty 
is understood to have declared: “These 
figures are impossible as a basis of 
discussion. 

This development has in a dramatic 
way given a new angle to the tripartite 
naval conference, and means that Great 
Britain now must convince Japan and 
the United States that a high cruiser 
tonnage—upward of 600,000 tons is 
justifiable. It may mean increasing 
chances of failure of the conference, 
for any treaty at Geneva must have 
Great Britain’s approval, and the 
British are understood to be determined 
to maintain powerful cruiser fleets.

FORT EUSTIS TO CARE 
FOR 1,600 CANDIDATES 
Thirty-fourth Infantry Officers 
and Men to Take Charge of 
Washington Contingent. 


More than 500 youths from the Dis- 
trict and its environs will enter train- 


ing at citizens’ military training camps 
of the Third Corps Area today and to- 
morrow. The camps are Forts Eustis, 
Monroe, Myer and Humphreys, Va.; 
Hoyle and Washington, Md., and Mon- 
mouth, N. J. 

The 1,600 candidates to enter Fort 
Eustis, where the largest part of the 
District's contingent will entrain, will 
receive their first lesson in military ef- 
ficiency today when they step from 
boat, trains and buses, being met by 
details of officers and enlisted men of 
the 34th Infantry at Newport News, Old 
Point, Yorktown and Lee Hall.

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Veteran ArmyS ow Horse 


Dies From Auto Injuries 


Chiswell, one of the Army’s famous 
horses, died at Fort Riley, Kans., fol- 
lowing injury received in collision with 
an auto, according to word received at 
the War-Department yesterday, the 
accident occurring while *the veteran 
horse was being led to exercise. 

Foaled in Virginia in 1905, Chiswell 
was bought in 1911 by Maj. Gen. Henry 
T. Allen for $300, as one of six horses 
presented to the Government by 
prominent civilians for use in interna- 
tional horse shows. He was trained by 
Col. Guy V. Henry. 

Chiswell justified the purchase by a 
record of winnings, beginning at the 
National Capital horse show here, the 


National horse show, New York, at 
London in 1911, and at the Olympic 
game, Stockholm, Sweden, in 1912. On 
his return to this country he won 
many ribbons at various shows and was 
taken abroad again in 1920 for the 
Olympic games and shows at Cologne 
and Cobientz. 

From 1921 to 1925 he was one of a 
string of horses ridden by the cavalry 
school team in various shows through- 
out the country, and during this time 
headed the list of school horses, being 
ridden by the director of horsemanship. 
Two years ago, at the age of 20, he was 
retired to the school pastures, and his 
accident ends the career of one of the 
best known horses of the Army.

IN PRISON WITH HIM 


Former Klan Dragon “Talks” 
to Prosecutor on Indiana 
Political “Deals.” 


BLACK BAG, EVIDENCE, 
NOW IS BEING SOUGHT 


Prisoner Says He Sent Word 
to Officials, From Cell, as 
to Appointments; 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 6 (A.P.).— 
Somewhere in northern Indiana Will- 
fam H. Remy, youthful looking prose- 
cutor of Marion County, today appar- 
ently was on the trail of the elusive 
“black box” which D. C. Stephenson 


says contains documentary evidence of 
political corruption in Indiana. 

At the conclusion of a lengthy con- 
ference late yesterday with Stephenson, 
now a life term prisoner at Michigan 
City penitentiary, Remy and William 
H. Shaeffer, deputy prosecutor depart- 
ed on an unannounced mission. toward 
South Bend. John W. Holtzman and 
Emsley W. Johnson, special prosecutors, 
returned to Indianapolis this afternoon. 

The “black box’ which has figured 
in the Stephenson charges for several 
months is supposed to contain “evi- 
dence” to verify the former Klan lead- 
er’s story 

It was thought that Remy might re- 
turn here late tonight or tomorrow 
morning and immediately take up the 
matter of corroborating the story of 
Stephenson in which the former dragon 
pictured himself as a political dictator 
and told of the alleged purchase of 
election support for favorite candidates, 
of pre-election deals and his alleged 
autocratic rule of the 1925 legislature. 


Yearns for Playmates, 


“Stephenson talked freely and frank- 
ly,” said Remy before leaving Michi- 
gan City. “We are more than Satisfied 
our investigation of the next few days 
will prove the truth or falsity of his 
statements.” 

Whether 
laid before 
jury was 


the matter again will be 
the Marion County grand 
determined. Two previous 
grand juries have delved into the 
charges let loose last September by 
Thomas H. Adams, militant publisher 
of the Vincennes (Ind.) Commercial. 
The first inquisitorial body spent eleven 
weeks amassing a pile of testimony, but 
returning no indictments. The second 
grand jury was dismissed after one of 
the jurors made an affidavit that an 
attempt had been made to bribe him 
not to return an indictment against 
Mayor John L. Duvall, of Indianapolis. 
The prosecutor, Remy, and his aid took 
up the burden and recently obtained 
indictments against Mayor Duvall and 
W. C. Buser, city controller. 

At one point in yesterday’s recital, 
Stephenson is said to have paused and 
in a jocular tone remarked: “You may 
tell the newspapers that I am lonely 
and I am yearning for some of my | 
playmates. There is a vacant chair 
next to mine in the chair factory.” 


J. A. Reed Quiz, 


Newspaper men were not admitted to 
the hearing because of objections by 
Stephenson, but it is understood he 
freely discussed the Reed senatorial 
committee investigation in st. Louls 
and Indianapolis and went into detail 
concerning alleged donations to cam- 
paign funds by utilitics He told of 
the part he played in the last munici- 
pal election in Indianapolis and is 
said to have touched somewhat on the 
senatorial elections 

Even while in jail, following his in- 
dictment for the murder of Miss Madge 
Oberholtzer, an Indianapolis _ girl, 
Stephenson claimed to have sent mes- 
sages and messengers to certain state- 
house persons. He mentioned particu- 
larly sending mesengers to the state- 
house in a controversy over the per- 
sonnel of the State Board of Health, 
the prosecutors said. 


Discusses 


Talks About Mayor Duval. 


Michigan City, li.d., July 6 (A.P.).— 
David C. Stephenson, former Indiana 
Ku Klux Klan leader, now serving a 
life sentence in prison here for mur- 
der, through his attorney issued a 
statement tonight declariny “hat he 
* tad told all he knew about Mayor John 
L. Duval of Indianapolis, recently in- 
dicted, but said he had sad nothing 
about anyone connected with the 
prison. His statement referred to con- 
ferences with Will H. Remy, prosecu- 
tor or Marion County, Ind., the last 
of which was held yesterday. 

He, however, declared “some power in 
Idianapolis has assrted itself to the ex- 
tent that it has influenced prison offi- 
cials and their treatment of me.”’ 

“T intend to give every bit of evidence 
I have, that the people of Indiana may 
know that I am not a four-flusher, al- 
though I have been railroaded into pris- 
on to protect others 


Vacant Seat Next His. 


Prosecutor Remy treated me with the 
greatest courtesy. I gave him all the evi- 
dence with relation to William Duval. 
There is a seat in the chair shop next 
to me that is vacant. I no doubt will 
have company. I have not blown the 
entire lid off. Remy did not insist that I 
do so. That will come later. 

“Tl will not take the witness stand 
against Duval because it will not be 
necessary. I have arranged for all the 
evidence I have against him to be 

laced in Remy’'s hands. Although some 
en referred to me as a four-flusher 
before I am through they will know 
tlre evidence I actually possess.” 

Attorney Moore, regarding the last 
gtatement, said it was his impression 
that Stephen's information covered 
many alleged transactions, political and 
otherwise, between Indiana politicians 
end klan leaders.

June 29—a morning none of us will 
ever forget. 

It was about 5:15 when everything 
was ready. There we stood in the 
dawn, not saying much about what 
all of us were thinking about. But 
| before we go into that, let me square 
| myself with that wonderful young flier 
| who all alone blazed the trail we fol- 
lowed across the Atlantic, The morn- 
‘ing Lindbergh took off I remember 
‘that Acosta and myself had just set- 
tled to the ground as he started down 
that same runway. How he bumped 
and bounced along. Bert had me by 
the leg and he almost clamped his 
nails clear through it as we watched 
Lindberg fight to get off. 
| I was holding the controls and there 
the two of us sat, straining at the dead 
_controls and trying to lift our plane 
‘off the ground with every ounce of 
strength we had in us. We were like 
|a couple of idiots, but didn’t we know 
‘he was straining to get off? 


“What a Rotten Take-Off.” 


No, we did not. 

We thought we did then. But now 
I will tell you we do know. And when 
Lindbergh finally just cleared the tele- 
phone wires and was safely off—well, 
perhaps we shouldn't admit it. but the 
fact is we both thought, “What a rot- 
ten take-off that was.” 

We didn’t know a single thing about 
it. Even though we had both been 
flying for years, we didn’t have the 
slightest idea what Col. Lindbergh was 
up against at that moment. Now we 
know it was a wonderful take-off and 
that only a super-flier could have done 
it. Maybe that is an indication of how 
much even a veteran aviator can learn 
|in a transatlantic flight. But to go 
back 
It was nearing 5:20. Our motors were 
humming—for how long we did not 
|know- As soon as he saw that they 


| were well warmed up, the commander 


|said, “We are going to start.” I had 
jhardly time to say “good-by” to my 
wife, but perhaps it was just as well. 


We just hopped in. Acosta was at the 
stick, with me beside him to handle 
that dump valve, which releases all 
the fuel and which we might have to 
pull within three minutes’ time. The 
commander and Baichen were back in 
the cabin. 


All Were Pretty Scared. 


As to what followed, please excuse 
us for inaccuracy as to details. None 
of us has any idea how that take-off 
looked from the ground Maybe it did 
not look so close.

And what 
was going on in the America we can 
vouch for. I guess all of us can vouch

At last, after weeks and weeks of

going to start. We hoped we were. 
They tore the blocks away. The 
America began slowly to lumber down 
the inclined runway. Bert gave her 
the gun. I was holding the lever of 
that fateful dump valve, and it was 
never to be let go of for five awful 
minutes that seemed like five years. 


Byrd Back in the Cabin. 


Back in the cabin was Commander 
Byrd, the man who had put all his 
heart and soul into this great adven- 
ture for the sake of the advancement 
of aviation, which Rodman Wanamaker 
so generously made possible. We can 
not tell you what the comuaauder was 
thinking or what he did, but we know 
that no one in our ship could have 
been under more terrific, rerve-tearing 
pressure than the commander, the man 
who betrayed it the least of all. 

And beside him was Balchen, as quiet 
and steady as Norwegian granite. That 
was how we went out. 

The America began to gain speed. 
She carooned along pretty bumpy at 
times.

Yeo will have 
to read the papers for that. 


Rises, but Flops Back.

Done for, It was Indicated. 


How my fingers gripped that lever. 
If it had been pulled—but Bert moved 
his elbow always again. The America 
was wobbling a few feet off the 
ground—whether it was 10 or 20 feet 
we could not swear. But she was fight- 
ing like the devil, and she was losing 
again. Again Bert’s elbow came slowly 
back. It was like a man sitting in an 
electric chair watching his execution- 
ers reach to press the button. If you 
want to try that some time, you will 
know how we felt. 


It looked as though our hundreds of 
gallons of gasoline were going to pour 
right out then. 

But Bert’s arm did not quite touch 
mine. The America went crashing 
down against the earth with terrific 
force—all the force that nearly 15,000 
pounds can give when it slaps the 
ground at seventy miles an hour. 
Think what those wheels must be made 
of to withstand a shock like that. I 
don’t know how they did it, but they 
did. And as the America crashed down 
with the end of the field frightfully 
near—it wr- perhaps 700 feet, but 700 
feet at our speed is mighty little to 
have between you and eternity—it 
looked as though we were dor~ for. 

But Bert held on.,and the America 


|crashed down, only to catapult us up 


again under the tremendous impact.

AT WORK FOR YEARS, 
HE DECLARES HERE 


Governor General of Islands 
Scorns Aid, Despite His 
Apparent Ill Health. 


HOLDS THAT PHILIPPINES 
CAN SUPPLY U. S. RUBBER 


Expects to Visit Coolidge 
Again Before Resuming Du- 
ties at Manila Post. 


Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, governor 
general of the Philippines, expects to 
return to his Island post and to remain 
there for “several years more,” he an- 
nounced in an interview here yester- 
day. 

Talk of Gen. Wood’s resigning grew 


out of his poor physical condition. It 
seems true, as has been reported, that 
he is a very sick man; but he is game. 
After his interview with newspaper men 
in the Willard Hotel he started to get 
up from his chair. Immediately a Fili- 
pino valet leaped forward to assist him. 

“No, no, no,” protested the general. 
and then with great effort he pushed 
himself to his feet. 

Gen. Wood was in a serious auto- 
mobile smash-up in the Philippines 
several months ago. Although he 
doesn’t seem to have lost much weight. 
there are large puffs under his eyes. 
This is his first visit to Washington 
since 1921, and he expects to return 
here again before he starts back for the 
islands in September. He plans to stay 
here about two days this time to trans- 
act official business with Government 
departments. 

Before he returns to Manila, the gen- 
eral said, he would pay another visit to 
the Black Hills to see President Cool- 
idge. 


Not Yet for Independence. 


In his conference with the reporters 
yesterday Maj. Gen. Wood discussed 
nearly everything sbaving to do with 

orthe Philippines— 

r independence, the 

fight against} lep and other dis- 

the n@§ds of ‘the islands and 
future of the islands. 

He reiterated that the Philippines 
are not yet for independence. If the 
United States were to let go now, he 
said, it would result in an industrial 
crash in the islands. But he admires 
the Filipinos for aspiring to in- 
dependence. 

“It is like a small boy who wants to 
take a ride in an airplane,” he illus- 
tratedy “You don’t want him to do 
it, but you can’t help but admire him 
for aspiring to do it.” 

This is not the age of little coun- 
tr s, he said, especially 
Fast. And he expressed the opinion 
that the Filipinos are _ singularly 
blessed in that they are free of all in- 
ternational worries, enjoy a very low 
tax and have a maximum of individual 
liberty. 

Gen. Wood spoke enthusiastically of 
what. is being done to rid the Philip- 
pines of leprosy. The biggest leper 
colony in the world is located in the 
islands. It once was Known as the 
Island of Despair, but it now is called 
the Island of Hope. 


1,000 Cured in Five Years. 


In the past few years, Gen. Wood 
said, 1.000 men, women an§& children 
have been cured on tis island. To- 
Gay, he said, there e-2 5,200 patients 
there, and cures are being wrought 
every day. Ultimately, he predicted, 
the islands would be rid of lepresy. 

Gen. Wood announced that he was 
trying to raise $2,000,000 in this coun- 
try to finance the war on leprosy. If 
the disease can be caught in its early 
Stages, he said, it can be cured, and. 
in Many cases it cam be cured in later 
stages. 

Speaking of rubber growing in the 
Philippines, Gen. Wood declared that 
th ve is a world of opportunity there 
for that industry. The trees seemed 
to thrive in the islands, h> said, and 
there is plenty of labor to do the 
work. If the opportunities are taken 
advantage of, he said, the Philippines 
Will be able to supply all of America 
with rubber, 

The great needs in the Philippines. 
Gen. Wood said, are more experts in 
agriculture, more doctors and nurses 
and more school teachers. Agriculture 
experts are needed, he said, to experi- 
ment with and to cultivate the soil in 
Order to bring forth the things that 
the soil ig capable of producing. 


Agitation From Outside. 


Pointing to the need of doctors, Gen. 
Wood declared that at present thetfe is 
Only one doctor for every 10,000 popu- 
lation, and the same ratio holds good 
for nurses. 

The Philippines are unusually thirsty 
for knowledge, the general said, in dis- 
cussing the need of teachers. They are 
especially eager to learn the English 
language, he said, and struggle valiant- 
ly with it. He told of one little Filipino 
girl who memorized her book too well 
Addressing the general one day the 
little girl said: 

“Good ™orning, 
the case may be.” 

Gen. Wood predicted a bright future 
for tae Philippines, but he declined to 
make a prediction as to when they 
will be ready for indep_ndence. Fili- 
pinos, such as the famvuus old warrior, 
Aguinaldo, may aspire to independence, 
he said, but they never are hostile to 
the United States, and he added that 
most of the agitatiéda for independence 
comes from outside the islands.

EDUCATION WEEK ASKED 


Seattle, Wash:, July 6 (A.P.).—Ten- 
tative approval was given today by the 
National Education Association to a 
plan to reduce the number of delegates 
by one-half to two-thirds after Dr. P. 
H. Claxton, superintendent of schools 
in Tulsa, Okla., had explained the pro- 
posal. On suggestion of Francis G. 
Blair, president, the plan itself was 
held up to allow delegates to read the 
report. 

The association requested Cornelia S 
Adair, of Richmond, who is to be 
chosen president tomorrow, to continue 
Dr. Claxton as chairman of the com- 
mittee to work on the plan. 

The general session approved the plan 
of a committee headed by Miss Olive M. 
Jones, of New York City, to establish 
national or State homes for elderly 
teachers. Miss Jones said that a gift 
of $200,000 to $250,000 had been 
promised to aid the homes. She de- 
clared the plan would not interfere 
with State retirement pensions. 

The association, on the recommenda- 
tion of Miss Adair, decided to spend 
$10,000 in bringing delegates to the 
1928 meeting which, Miss Adair said, 
“will probably be nearer the geograph- 
ical center of the country.” The fund 
was $20,000 this year. 

A request of the directors that Pres- 
ident Coolidge make November 6 to 
13 education week, was indorsed by the 
general session. 

Any person who does not have a 
vocabulary of 50,000 words is intellec- 
tually poor, H. W. Shryock, president 
of the Southern Illinois State Normal 
University, declared at the convention 
today. 

“The newest dictionaries list more 
—— 450,000 words,’”’” he added. “The 
man who runs down the columns of 
| the dictionary and does not recognize 
one word in nine, or a total of 50,000, 
is intellectually poor.

All of the rest of the 50,000 
Or more we must acquire from various 
outside sources.”’ 


Montreal Not Safe, 
Declares Cumming 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Montreal “is not a comparatively 
safe place for visitors,” Surgeon Gen- 
eral H. S. Cumming of the Public 
Health Service declared in a statement 
yesterday, based on a report of of- 
ficers who investigated the typhoid 
fever situation in the Canadian city. 

He expressed opinion that the city 
would not become safe “until the health 
department is given ample authority 
and adequate, efficient personnel to 
enable it to cope effectively with the 
present typhoid fever situation and 
with other serious preventable disease 
situations which are likely, under exist- 
ing conditions, to develop in Montreal 
in the future.” 

The epidemic now is reduced, he said, 
“although new cases are still develop- 
ing at the rate of about ten each day.” 
Officially reported cases totaled 4,755 
from March 1, to June 28, he declared, 
with deaths totaling 453. ° 


U.S. Stamps Missing 
From Byrd’s Air Mail 


Paris, July 6 (A. P.).—Maurice Bo- 
kanowski, minister of public works, has 
ordered a thorough investigation by 
the postoffice department to learn 
what became of the stamps on the ma- 
jority of the letters carried by the 
transatlantic plane America. 

The minister seeks to establish 
whether the stamps were washed off in 
the immersion of the mail pouch when 
the America landed in the sea off Ver- 
sur-Mer, or whether they were subse- 
quently removed as souvenirs before 
delivery. 

Thus far only a few of those who re- 
ceived letters have found the stamps 
intact. One addressed to a member 
of the Associated Press staff arrived 
minus the stamp, but with the Ver- 
sur-Mer postmark.

Widespread Accusations of 
Modern Young People 
Called Unjust. 


Cleveland, Ohio, June 6 (A.P.).—Fair- 
minded recognition of youth at the 
hands of its elders was demanded to- 
day by 15,000 delegates to the Inter- 
national Convention of Christian En- 
deavor in session here. - 

A resolution, unanimously passed, 
declaring “those sweeping accusations 
which are given such widespread cir- 
culation concerning the youth of the 
present generation and which reflect 
upon its intelligence and integrity, are 
not only unjust and ungenerous, but 
seriously reflect upon the intelligence 
and character of those who make 
them.” 

The resolution admitted tha. “the 
fanciful and fiolish act.ons of many 
young people” are “just grounds tor 
critical comment and critica! opinion,” 
but -asserted that the convention “de- 
plored” such youthful capers. Only a 
“decided minority” of youth is con- 
ducting itself in such a way as to 
bring down reprcach on young prople 
i generally, it declared. | 
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WITH GIS IS URGED 
AT CHEMISTS’ MEET 


Nonfatal Type Would Be Used 
to Show the “Humanity” 
of War Chemicals. 


FEARS OF THE PUBLIC 
CALLED UNREASONING 


Selection of Town With About 
10,000 Population for 
Test Is Favored. 


State College, Pa., July 6 (A.P.).— 
Bombardment of some city of 10,000 
population with tear gas as a means of 
convnicing the public of the humanity 
and effectiveness of gas warfare, was 
suggested tonight by Dr. Harry N. 
Holmes, professor of chemistry at Ober- 
lin College, Ohio, in an address before 
the institute of chemistry of the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society. 

Dr. Holmes asserted that gas war- 
fare, although brutal like all warfare, 
is really less brutal than other types 
of fighting. 

The tear-gas test on some American 
city could be made without serious 
danger to life or health. he said, and 
would go a long way toward eradicat- 
ing opinions now based on what he said 
was prejudice and unreasoning fear. 

As proof that the general feeling that 
gas warfare is “devilish, brutal and 
should be abolished” is erroneous, Dr. 
Holmes said that the surgeon general 
of the United States reports that in the 
American Army during the World War 
24 per cent of all the, casualties caused 
from wounds and other agencies than 
gas died, while only 2 per cent of the 
gas casualties resulted fatally. 

Outlining his test plan, Dr. Holmes 
said: “It would be well worth while to 
drop tear gas, one that is obnoxious, 
but not dangerous, on a civilian popu- 
lation which has been given about as 
much warning as they would get in 
warfare. Every citizen should have 
been provided with a gas mask sup- 
plied by the War Department, and he 
should have been educated in methods 
of quickly adjusting the mask and in a 
knowledge of the very great protection 
obtained in a house with closed win- 
dows and doors. 

“It would be more interesting to see 
how quickly a population of 10,000, for 
example, could protect itself from tear 
gas. The protection might possibly be 
extended to horses, although this is less 
important. From such experiments on 
a large scale we might arrange for a 
thoroughly tested conclusion as to the 
real merits of gas warfare. In the 
meantime the public bases its opinion 
upon prejudice and unreasoning fears.” 

Col. H. E. Howe, of the Chemical 
Warfare Reserve, said that little was 
being done by the reserve along offen- 
sive lines, “partly because’ the appro- 
priation to the Chemical Warfare Re- 
.serve is less than that for the feeding 
of Army mules.” He said that no new 
offensive gases had been produced, but 
that a. new and more effective gas 
might be obtained at any time, possi- 
bly by a chemist working with some 
other aim. 

Some neutralizing gases have been 


| developed for use after an enemy gas 


attack to clear out trenches and fields 
and make them safe for troops, Col. 
Howe said. Also clothing, which could 
not be burned by gas, was being per- 
fected. 

The most valuable defensive develop- 
ment recently, he said, has been the 
perfecting of a speaking gas mask. In 
the grea war officers were unable to 
give verbal orders during gas attacks 
because of the cumbersome enveloping 
masks which they were compelled to 
wear. Now lighter, more  effecient 
masks, through which the wearer can 
speak without difficulty have been 
evolved. 

Col. Howe supported Dr. Holmes in 
the idea that gas warfare is not nearly 
so brutal or horrible as the public be- 
lieves. He declared that gas warfare is 
much more humane, as well as effec- 
tive, in certain cases, than the old- 
fashioned cannon and rifle. 


Portuguese Revolt 


Charged to 13 Men 


Lisbon, July 6 (A.P.).—Thirteen Por- 
tuguese have been imprisoned for 
starting a revolutionary movement 
under the direction of a committee op- 
erating in Paris, says the local press, 
Which gives indication of fearing re- 
newed revolutionary trouble in Portu- 
gal. 

The reported head of this committee 
is an alleged agitator named Alfonso 
Costa, while the committee itself is be- 
lieved to consist of persons who par- 
ticipated in the revolution of last Feb- 
ruary which was put down only after 
several hundred persons had been killed 
in fighting in Lisbog and Oporto. 


Liberia Pays in Full 


(Associated Press.) 

Liberia yesterday became the second 
nation to pay its entire war debt to 
the United States, turning over to the 
Treasury a check for $35,610. The 
principal of the debt was $26,000, the 
remainder being interest. Cuba is the 
other nation which has wiped its war 
debt slate clean, although a number 
of other nations are making annual 
payments. 

A credit was authorized for Liberia 
when that nation declared war against 
Germany, but only the small first al- 
lotment was ever made. An attempt to 
reestablish the credit failed in Con- 
gress. 


PLANE WITH 5 GUNS 
BEING BUILT FOR U. S. 


Huge 950-H.rsepower Aero 
Can Also Carry 3,400 


Pounds of Bombs. 


New York, July 6 (A.P.).—The New 
York American says that a huge battle 
plane designed to carry five machine 
guns and gunners is being constructed 
for the War Department by the At- 
lantic Aircraft Corporation at Has- 
brouck Heights, N. J.‘ The plane was 
designed by Anthony H. G. Fokker. 

The plane, with a wing spread of 73 
feet, is larger ‘han the monoplane 
America, which Commander Byrd flew 
across the Atlantic. It is to be driven 
by two Pratt and Whitney motors which 
have a total of 950 horsepower. 

In addition to its machine guns, the 
plane will have provision for carrying 
3,400 pounds of high explosives with 
which to bombard land or sea forces. it 
is said.

The entrance of the defend- 
ants, under heavy guard, was the cue 
for a buzz of whispering and craning 
of necks. Birger entered with a smile 
on his face and was placed at a table 
with his wife, Bernice, and two chil- 
dren. 

Newman, of almost serious mien, 
found his wife had preceded him and 
was waiting for him inside the rail. 
Hyland was seated opposite Birger.

PRAYER BOOK REVISION 


Church of England Gathering 
Upholds Changes, 517-133 


at Lendon. 


London, July 6 (A.P.).—The proposed 
revision of the Book of Common Prayer 
of the Church of England was ap- 
proved by the church assembly in ses- 
sion here today. The vote was 517 in 
favor of the revision and 133 against it. 


The House of Bishops presented its 
suggestions for revision of the Book of 


Common Prayer on February 7 at the 
eonvocation of the two great synods of 


York. 

The proposals, which called for an 
alternative prayer book, presented cer- 
tain changes in the forms of the vari- 
Ous services and sacraments. The prin- 
cipal changes concerned the dropping 
of the word “obey” from the marriage 
services, questions of reservations of 
the sacrament, the use of vestments in 
the communion service, softening of 
the communation service and authoriz- 
ing prayqers for the dead in the burial 
service. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, who 
moved that the proposed revision be 
finally approved at the opening of the 
church assembly yesterday, said that 
if it were adopted by the assembly and 


mitted for royal assent.

2 WOMEN FOUND SLAIN,

Victims Shot Through Head 
' at St. Paul; Tangible 
Clews Lacking. 


TAX! DRIVER IS QUIZZED 


St. Paul, Minn., July 6 (AP.).—Two 
women were found shot to death in 
their home here early today, and police 
turned to theories of jealousy or pos- 
sibly gang warfare in seeking a solu- 
tion of the crime. 

The partly clad body of Mrs. Teddy 
Dubois was found beside a bed, while 
nearby lay the fully clothed body of 
Miss Anne Grenville. Both had been 
shot through the head. 

Police detained for 
Charles M. Hutchinson, who, with a 
taxicab driver, discovered the bodies 
when they went to the house early to- 
day. Hutchinson said he knew noth- 
ing that could aid in solving the crime. 

Mrs. Dubois, who was about 27 years 
old, formerly operated a small down- 
town hotel, and Miss Grenville, nearly 
30 years old, was the daughter of a 
labor organizer, George Grenville, now 
believed to be in Harvey, III. 

While police alluded to “gang war- 
fare” as a possible element in the crime, 
they offered nothing tangible in sup- 
port of this theory and admitted they 
had nothing definite on which to hang 
a motive. 

In searching the residence police 
found a gallon of alcohol and a partly 
filled quart bottle. A small quantity 
of “near beer” also was found. 

A. E. Beck, the taxicab driver, said 
Hutchinson entered the house when his 
ring was unanswered and went through 
the place calling for “Anne.” Soon, 
Beck said. Hutchinson ran back telling 
him to go in and see what was the mat- 
ter. Beck saw the bodies and reported 
to the police. 

When police reached the house, 
Hutchinson, they said, was hysterical 
and could not be questioned.

FALL AND DOWENY 
DEFENSE TO CLAIM 
DOUBLE. JEOPARDY 


Appeal to Be Taken From 
’ Hitz Decision Ordering Trial 
| on Bribery Charges. 


TRANSACTION HELD SAME 
AS IN CONSPIRACY CASE 


Both Defendants Acted on As- 
sumption Oil Lease Power 
Was Legal, Judge Says. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 
Overruling defense demurrers, Justice 
William Hitz, of the District Supreme 


Court, yesterday paved the way for the 
trial of former Secretary of the Interioz 
Fall, Edward L. Doheny and his son, Ed- 
ward Doheny, jr., on indictments charg- 
ing bribery in connection with the now 
famous oil lease cases. A memorandum 
opinion was rendered by Justice Hitz 
and left with the clerk of the court 
yesterday morning, the judge having 
gone to New England for a holiday. 

The contentions of the Government's 
special counsel, Atlee Pomerene and 
Owen J. Roberts, that the bribery in- 
dictments were valid despite the ruling 
of the Court of Appeals here on a simi- 
lar case, are sustained. The contentions 
of the defense that the law in this juris- 
diction and decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States should not 
|be offset by bringing in decisions in 
other parts of the country are over- 
ruled. 
| As a result, two new spectacular crim- 
|inal trials loom for the end of the 
| present year or the beginning of next 
| year unless counsel for the defendants 
succeed in making the point that an- 
| other trial involving the $100,000 loan 
| transaction will amount to double 

jeopardy on the ground that Fall and 
'Doheny have already been acquitted 
| by a jury of their peers of charges in- 
volving this matter. 


$100,000 Bribe Charged. 


There are two indictments involved 
in the decision of Justice Hitz over- 
ruling the demurrers. One charges Fall 
with having accepted a bribe of $100,000 
and the other charges the Dohenys with 
having given a $100,000 bribe to Fall. 
There will, therefore, be two trials, ac- 
cording to defense counsel, if the plea 
of double jeopardy fails. 

Frank J. Hogan, chief counsel for 
| Doheny and his son, when asked what 
would be the next stép in the case, 
said: 
| “The Constitution . of 
States provides that no person shall be 
‘subject for the same offense to be 
twice put in jeopardy.’ Last November 
,and December in the Supreme Court 
|of this District Albert B. Fall and Ed- 
,ward.L. Doheny were acquitted by a 
|jury after a three weeks’ trial. The 
| transaction for which Messrs. Fall and 
| Doheny were tried and acquitted was 
precisely the same _ transaction set 
|forth in the indictments sustained by 
Justice Hitz today. The only difference 
|is that im the case tried last fall the 
| transaction was labeled ‘conspiracy,’ 
while in the pending indictments the 
/same transaction is labeled ‘bribery.’ 
If the name by which the thing is 
christened can enable the Government 
|to evade the constitutional privilege 
|} against double jeopardy, then, but only 
then, can these same men be retried 
for the same offense. Counsel for Mr. 
|Fall and Mr. Doheny will file a plea 
setting up their former acquittal, and 
will contend that that acquittal oper- 
_ates as a bar to any further trial.” 


Indictments Dormant Three Years. 


Yesterday’s decision by Justice Hitz 
revives the bribery indictments after 
| they had lain dormant for about three 
years. At first they were quashed by 
Walter I. McCoy, chief justice of the 
, Supreme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia, on the ground that an unau- 
thorized person was in the grand jury 
,room. The Government did not seek 
new indictments, but the District Court 
_of Apppeals overruled Justice McCoy's 
| decision. Then Roberts and Pomerene 
| proceeded with the conspiracy indict- 
/ments involving the same state of 
facts and brought them to trial, the 
bribery indictments being in the mean- 
, time left by the wayside. 
| The Government’s reason for this 
procedure was admittedly based on the 
difficult legal problem involved in mak- 
_ing the bribery indictments stand the 
‘test of the law as laid down in the 
| District of Columbia jurisdiction. As- 
| sociate Justice Charles H. Robb, of the 
District Court of Appeals, had decided 
in the case of Thomson vs. the United 
States that an officer of the Govern- 
ment could not be bribed to do some- 
thing which he had no legal power to 
do, and the Government has steadfastly 
contended that Fall had no legal power 
to act in the oil lease cases, as Congress 
had given that power exclusively to the 
| Secretary of the Navy. 
| Assumed They Had Power. 

Justice Hitz, however, now decides 
that Fall acted upon the assumption 
that he had full authority and that 
| Doheny likewise acted on this assump- 
_tion and that the defendants are 
therefore estopped from contending 
that Fall had no authority to act. In 
short, the decisions which’ Roberts and 
Pomerene cited in their briefs and 
which were taken from jurisdictions 
outside the District of Columbia are 
made the controlling considerations by 
the court. 

Justice Hitz begins his memorandum 
opinion as follows: 

“The court takes advantage of a 
momentary lull in a barrage of briefs 
to file a memorandum opinion, and, 
since the indictments are so similar, 
will adopt the suggestion of counsel to 
discuss one indictment, while disposing 
of both.” 

The indictments are then described, 
after which Justice Hitz continues: 

“Section 117 of the Penal Code, as 
to the acceptance of bribes provides 
that ‘whoever, being an officer of the 
United States or a person act-

RADIO CONTROL ATTACKED | 


In an address before the antiimpe- 
rialism conference, held last night at 
the Raleigh Hotel, under auspices of 


the People’s Reconstruction League, 
George A. Schreiner, writer and war 
correspondent, assailed the Coolidge ad- 
ministration for alleged efforts to dis- 
courage criticism of its foreign policy. 

“We have witnessed in recent weeks,’’ 
he said, “several attempts to discourage 
criticism by outsiders. Both the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of State have 
gone so far as to intimate that express- 
ing an opinion on the quality of their 
foreign contacts was un-American. ‘Un- 
administration’ would be the better 
term.” 

At the morning session, Benjamin C. 
Marsh, secretary of the league, made 
public a letter from Secretary of the 
Navy Curtis D. Wilbur, in which the 
latter declined to speak before the con- 
ference, because, in his opinion, the 
obvious purpose of the league was to 
promote hostility toward the Govern- 
ment. 

Morris L. Ernst, a New York attor- 
ney, spoke at the morning session on 
“How They Stole the Air From the 
People.” He declared that “a censor- 


a rebellion.” 

W. Jett Lauck, an economist, out- 
lined the league’s program to prevent 
“exploitation of foreigners through our 
international relations and finances.” 

He advocated an investigation by the 
Senate foreign relations committee of 
American concessions abroad; the call- 
ing of an international conference on 
international allocation of natural re- 
sources, and lower tariffs to facilitate 
more efficiency of production and more 
freedom of exchange. 


ing for or on behalf of the 
United States, in any official capacity

Official Relation Corroborated. 


“Section 39, as to the giving of 
bribes, uses similar language in defin- 
ing the official relation of the recipient 
and the character of the action intend- 
ed to be influenced, adding the words 
‘with intent to influence him to com- 
mit—any fraud—on the United States, 
or to induce him to do or omit to do 
any act in violation of his lawful 
duty.’” 

Justice Hitz concedes that the ex- 
ecutive order of May 31, 1921, trans- 
ferring management of the oil reserves 
from the Secretary of the Navy to the 
Secretary of the Interior was invalid. 

“But the executive order was prima 
facie valid,” Justice Hitz adds, “and 
was considered valid and effective for 
all purposes contemplated in it, by all 
parties directly concerned in this mat- 
ter. The defendant Fall obviously be- 
lieved that the order gave him full 
power and authority to act and the 
Doheny defendants were evidently of 
the same opinion. 

“It is clear under the indictments 
that Fall was charged with an official 
duty in the premises; that in the per- 
formance of at duty he was acting 
in an official fufiction and that his 
action alleged to have been corruptly 
influenced was official action.” 


Need Be Only Official in Form. 


After citing precedents in various | 
jurisdictions, the opinion states: 

“While there can be no bribery of | 
an officer to do a particular thing, un- 
less he has the function of acting in 
the premises, yet an official act need 
not be a lawful act to render the officer 
liable but need only be official in form 
and done under color. of his office. 

“And these defendants having acted 
upon the assumption that this execu- 
tive order was valid and that Fall had 
full authority in the premises, they are 
precluded, on the principles of estoppel, 
from now contending that Fall had no 
authority.” 

Before reaching his concluding para- 
graphs, Justice Hitz says: 

“There is no more reason for permit- 
ting these defendants to set up the in- 
validity of the executive order of May 
31, 1921, and the want of authority in 
the defendant Fall as a defense to these 


indictments than there is for permit- 
ting de facto officers to set up want of | 
official authority as a defense where | 
they are charged with accepting money. 
to influence their assumed official con- 
duct.”

this mood. In recent months his stay 
in the Mexican capital has been any- 
thing but pleasant, and it is accepted 
as a foregone conclusion here that his 
personal preference would be to call it 
a finished job and quit : 

Whether the President will attempt 
to make him see things in another 
light and be successful remains to be 
seen. 

Change in Policy Looming. 


At any rate no change of policy to- 
ward the southern republic appears to 
be on the horizon. The last official 
utterance from the administration was 
to the effect that the unsettled rela 
tions between this country and Mexico 
appeared to be on the mend. And there 
have been no developments reported 
recently that would seem to indicate 


that this country had other plans inf 


mind. 

Steps have just been taken to carry 
out the country’s promise to the war- 
ring Nicaraguan factions anent peaceful 
and fair elections next year. Brig. Gen 
Frank McCoy is to leave for that coun- 
try within the next few weeks as the 
President’s personal representative and 
to act as chairman of the commission 
which will supervise the elections. 

Presumably Ambassador Sheffield will 
have a report to make on the present 
relations between Nicaragua and its 
neighbor to the north, but this is ex- 
pected to be but a phase of the whole 
picture which Mr. Sheffield will pre- 
sent. 

In the meantime, Wyoming is getting 
very ambitious to have the President 
visit Cheyenne the latter part of July 
to attend the pioneer day celebration, 
There are those who have the Presi- 
dent’s and the Republican party's in- 
terests at heart who are thinknig moge 
and more that he should not confine 
his visit to the West to the.

TRACING HELD DIFFICULT

by Premier Baldwin that the govern- 
ment’s scheme for the reform of the 
House of Lords, which has created 
something of a political furore, was 
merely “a basis for discussion and criti- 
cism,” is taken by political observers to 
indicate that the reform of the lords 
may be dropped completely for the time 
being. 


During the debate, which aroused 
parliamentary interest only as a discus- 
sion of the fate of Great Britain’s upper 
chamber can arouse it, there was no 
affirmation of Lord Birkenhead’s recent 
assertion in the House of Lords that the 
reform would he rushed through in the 
| life of the present parliament. " 
| Ramsay Macdonald, leader of the la- 

bor opposition, moved a vote of censure 

on the government on the question of 
the reform of the lords, basing his mo- 
tion on the charge that the government 
_had received no mandate from the peo- 
| ple for its proposed changes. The mo- 
tion was defeated, 362 to 167. 

| The prime minister had to listen to 
criticism from Laborites, Liberals and 
Conservatives, John Buchan, newly 
elected*to the house, voicing in his 
maiden speech the views of the dissent- 
ing Conservatives. 

Mr. Lloyd George, the Liberal leader, 
asserted that in the past the liberal 
government, in considering reform of 
_the House of Lords, had decided to 
'leave “the ramshackle thing where it 
was.” 
| Discussing the hereditary aspects of 
the reform proposals, Mr. Lloyd George 
questioned whether there were 200 
peers who by training, experience or 
mental qualities had the necessary 
qualifications for revising British legis- 
lation. He thought there might be 50 
such peers at the most. 

Premier Baldwin, replying, said there 
| could be no question of the House of 
Lords becoming a really serious rival of 
the Commons. There would be no power 
| there to make or unmake ministers, nor 
equal rights in finance measures. 

Dealing with the elective principle, 
_he said it was exceptionally plausible 
on first sight, but that an elected upper 
house would immediately become a 
| rival of the Commons, and to that the 
government was opposed. The powers 
of elected chambers must tend to be- 
come equal, even if the upper chamber 
did not eventually become the stronger, 
as in the case of the United States 
Senate.

The next necessary step in tracing 
the matter, it is indicated, would be to | 
find some individual who actually re- 
ceived a copy of the 138-page Heflin 
pamphlet from an individual who got 
the pamphlets in bulk at the quoted 
price and sent copies out on Heflin’s 
frank. This would complete the record 
so far as the postal authorities are con- 
cerned and the solicitor of the depart- 
ment and other could then be con- 
sulted as to what action, if any, the 
department should take on the basis of 
the facts divulged. 

While postal officials will zealously 
protect the American taxpayers against 
any abuse of postal privileges, it is 
not yet possible to judge the legal as- 
pects of the case in the absence of a | 
“specific instance.” And it is anticl- 
pated that there may be some difficulty 
in tracing out the working of the 
scheme, especially as klan supporters of 
Heflin work secretly and are not ex- 
pected to be of assistance in any in- 
vestigation.

If 
the Geneva Conference should end without an 
agreement as to cruisers, the next development 
will be the building of 10,000-ton cruisers by 
the United States. Public opinion in the 
United States will not permit the Government 
to keep the strength of the Navy below the 
strength of a foreign navy. On such a ques- 
tion as this the American people have always 
expressed themselves with emphasis as soon 
as they have understood the facts. In addi- 
tion to the underlying sentiment in favor of 
adequate national defense, there is a general 
feeling in the United States that foreign pow- 
ers have increased their naval strength beyond 
that of the United States and are now in fact 
engaged in strenuous attempts to make their 
superiority still greater. The action of the 
last through a three- 
cruiser program against President Coolidge’s 
wishes is a fair indication of-the irresistible 
force of public opinion when concentrated 
upon this vital question of national defense. 
Great Britain is attempting the impossible 
when it seeks to maintain a cruiser strength 
greater than that of the United States. Setting 
aside the needs of the British empire, and 
granting that Britain has a right to build as 
many cruisers as she thinks she needs, the fact 
that a naval race is nqgw in progress can not 
be disguised.

The race will be won by the 
United States, because it has the money with 
which to build. Not until parity has been 
reached will the United States stop building. 
The contest may ruin Great Britain. 

Parity is the only basis of good will and 
the only means 


of avoiding costly naval 


competition. If the Geneva Conference does 
not reach an agreement based upon the parity 
of naval strength between Great Britain and 
the United States it will have been a thousand 
times better if the conference had never been 
called. Refusal by Great Britain to accept the 
United States as an equal in naval strength 
would mark the turning point in the good re- 
lations between the two nations. 


UNIVERSAL TRAFFIC CODE, 

Some time ago Secretary Hoover, as chair- 
man of the national conference on street and 
highway safety, set out to form a committee 
for the purpose of studying and formulating a 


mode! municipal traffic ordinance. Represen- 
tatives of 40 groups interested in traffic re- 
sponded to his invitation to participate, and 
the traffic clinic has just held its first meeting 
in Detroit. 

The committee is studying motor vehicle 
movement and regulation, pedestrian facilities 
and regulation, traffic signs, signals and mark- 
ings, parking, terminals, garages, public motor 
vehicles, street cars, emergency vehicles and 
traffic ordinances and enforcement in general. 
Special study will be given to the question of 
the desirability of uniformity in traffic pro- 
visions. 

The committee has laid out for itself a 
generous amount of work. Never before has 
ap attempt been made to study traffic from a 
national viewpoint. Heretofore the regula- 
tion of motor vehicles has been considered a 
purely loca! problem, and radically different 
methods of regulation and control have been 


in effect in cities located only a few miles 
apart. Gradually some betterment has come 
about of itself, but the traffic problem still 
is considered as largely of only local interest. 

Long distance touring, however, has become 
widespread. Even for the benefit of those 
who travel in this fashion, uniformity in 
traffic regulations would be highly desirable. 
Yet the committee goes further than this in 
its plans, by realizing that the better features 
of traffic regulation as utilized throughout the 
country in diverse communities might well be 
consolidated into one code for universal adop- 
tion. 

This is important work. Once the code is 
drawn up, the problem of getting it adopted 
in a large number of communities still will 
remain. Having the mode] set of regulations 
in hand, however, means more than half the 
solution of the problem. 


WETS UP AGAINST IT. 


New Jersey Republicans have written a wet 
plank into their platform for the coming State 
campaign. Jersey Democrats have demanded 
light wines and beers. Wet sentiment in this 
instance is broader than party lines, as it is 
in New York, Illinois and to a degree in other 
Commonwealths. A year from now the country 
will face a general presidential election. It 


is as certain as such things can be that the 
platforms of both parties will contain dry 
planks. 

Party members in the States mentioned will 
have no choice in the matter. It will be im- 
possible for them to register their convictions 
on the prohibition question at the polls. It 


| would be idle for them to turn from their 
| own party, since by doing so they would only 


pledge themselves to another set of meaning- 
less words, drawn with safety in view and 
cowardice at heart. 

Notwithstanding the evident fact that the 


| majority of voters in New Jersey, without re- 


gard to party, are against the prohibition law, 
it will be impossible for them to register this 
dissatisfaction effectively at the next election. 
The New Jersey Republicans have adopted the 
New York plan of a referendum, calling upon 
Congress to sanction modified local option. 
But what good would such a referendum do? 
Unless a majority of the States demand a 
change, it is needless to say that Congress will 
keep the Volstead act in its full vigor. 

The States have surrendered to the National 
Government the police power in the matter of 
intoxicating liquors. The eighteenth amend- 
ment stands as an impassable barrier against 
resumption of the liquor traffic in any form. 
The eighteenth amendment must be repealed 
before the States can recover their police 
power, As matters stand, even if the Volstead 
act should be repealed the States could not 
legalize traffic in intoxicating liquors for bev- 
erage purposes. 


PACIFIST ACTIVITY. 


Secretary Wilbur did well in refusing to be 
a party to the pacifist aims, to use a mild desig- 
nation, of the ‘People’s Reconstruction 
League.’’ Invited to address a conference called 
by it, he replied that he did not desire to par- 
ticipate in a conference intended to ‘‘promote 
hostility to the United States Government.” 
Officials of the Government are by no means 
duty bound to respond to mischievous calls 
upon them; and of such a character this one 
certainly was, 

The league includes among its officials many 
of those who have been at work for years to 
lull this country into a sense of false security. 
It is actively supported by the same forces 
which bitterly fought the perpetuation of Na- 
tional Defense Day. It fosters the theory that 
the United States in its foreign relations is 
always wrong, grasping and militaristic. In 
the carrying out of such policies absence of 
official aid is not enough. There ought to be 
vigorous opposition. 

Although a great war is less than ten years 
past the United States already has reverted 
into a state of somnolence on matters of pre- 
paredness. Such activities as a standing army 
of 110,000 may engage in are vigorously op- 
posed. Objection is raised to any form of 
training which would fit the Nation’s citizens 
for war, if such a contingency should arise, 
False theories of universal brotherhood are 
offered this country, in the face of unmis- 
takable signs that the rest of the world 1s 
swayed by no such foolish dreams. Paper 
battleships, skeleton armies and the cultiva- 
tion of an inferiority complex will not serve 
to maintain the United States as the best place 
in which to work and live. 


RHODES SCHOLARS. 


Cecil Rhodes, who welded a portion of a 
continent to the British Empire by the power 
of his own personality, sought to increase the 
fellowship among English-speaking people 
through the scholarships which he made avail- 
able to Americans. Imperialist that he was, 
Rhodes could not have had the idea that the 
recipients of his inheritance would eventually 
control public affairs in the United States. His 
idea was the creation of a better understand- 
ing. Yet H. A. L. Fisher, former British min- 
ister of education, is of the opinion that the 
failure of the transplanted students to assume 
leadership on their return home is one of the 
disappointments of the system. 

Rhodes scholars are given the advantages 
of Oxford for four years. Thousands of Eng- 
lishmen have enjoyed the same benefits. Not 
all of the native graduates have gone. to con- 
trol of public affairs in England. Mr. Fisher’s 
belief, that American students should at once 
demonstrate their superiority upon graduation, 
may, after all, be intended as a compliment. 
It must be remembered, too, that the British 
critic is speaking of a system whieh has been 
in existence for only a little more than twenty 
years. The first Americans went to Oxford 
under the Rhodes plan in 1904. Many of them 
in consequence have only made a beginning 
in their chosen vocations. 

The most important factor that Mr. Fisher 
overlooks is what constitutes public affairs 
in the United States, The problems of this 
country are for the most part domestic. There 
are large sections where the international out- 
look, which Rhodes scholars acquire, is not 
recognized as an essential quality. More im- 
mediate questions are pressing, and men who 
have been in constant contact with them grasp 
them more quickly perhaps than those who 
have found the broader viewpoint. If these 
things had occurred to Mr. Fisher he might 
not have spoken, for there is no way in which 
antagonism to the Rhodes plan can be more

quickly aroused than by suggesting that it is 
necessary to make Englishmen of Americans 
before the latter will be fit to dispose of their 
own affairs.

EVERYBODY PLAYS GOLF. 


Some time ago Gov. Vic. Donahey of 
Ohio vetoed a bill which would have permit- 
ted municipalities to condemn ground for 
municipal golf courses, on the ground that golf 
was not a general pastime, and that participa- 
tion in it was limited to the comparatively 
wealthy. Women and children, he asserted 
in the veto message, do not play golf. One 


wonders, therefore, what Gov. Donahey thinks 
of the Chicago situation, in which city no 
fewer than twelve new clubs were opened to 
the public during the Fourth of July week-end. 
Most of these dozen were what is known as 
fee links. 

The fee links idea was born in Chicago when 
the Harlem race track was abandoned. The 
$1,000,000 invested in the race plant was far 
too much money to throw away, and the owners 
conceived the idea of transfofming it into a golf 
cours6, upon which the general public might 
play for a smal] admission fee. | Eventually 
the course netted $50,000 a year, or 5 per cent 
on the investment, The idea spread. Pro- 
moters of subdivisions, particularly, have 
seized upon this plan of making their ground 
pay its own way until the time is ripe for real 
estate development. 

The Chicago district now has approximately 
200 golf cgurses for an estimated population 
of slightly more than 5,000,000, and even 
these are not enough to supply the demand. 
This is the answer as to who plays golf. One 
course for every 25,000 population means that 
practically everybody plays, particularly in 
view of the fact that few play more frequently 
than once or twice a week, and that tees ana 
greens are always crowded. 


THE CHAIN STORE SYSTEM. 


About 75 per cent of the country’s chain- 
store organizations furnished business statistics 
for 1926 to the Chain Store 
Financial Research Bureau. Study thereof 
that about $1,156,000,000 of the 
$3,400,000,000 business done comprised sales 
of commodities from which retail outlets de- 
rived no profit whatsoever. Of the total 
profitless sales, merchandise worth $272,000,- 
000 was sold at an actual loss, and the balance, 
goods of a total value of $884,000,000, was 
disposed of at cost plus overhead expenses.

The significant fact is that chain stores, 
because of their tremendous purchasing power, 
are able to offer competition which the indi- 
vidual retailer can not meet. The small shop- 
keeper may have his leading lines. He can 
not, however, afford to cut his prices to. the 
bare bone, for he can not weather innumerable 
profitless sales in the hope that his customers 
will make other profitable purchases. He is 
at a disadvantage, and wholesalers have begun 
to deal with the situation that has developed. 
To offset chain-store competition wholesalers 
in many instances, now offer independent re- 


- tailers two or three leaders weekly at cost to 


be resold to consumers at proportionately re- 
duced rates. Thus the shopkeeper is enabled 
to meet the chain store on its own ground. 

The chain store and the independent retailer 
are diametrically opposed in their business 
methods. What eventual position each will 
find in the American economic scheme is yet 
to be decided. Probably, however, each has 
his place—the chain store featuring prices, 
and the independent made secure by the indi- 
viduality in the merchandise he offers for sale 
and the greater personal service he can render 
with each transaction. 


LOCAL TAXATION, 


Every time the fiscal relationship between 
the District and the’ Federal Government has 
been brought up for discussion before Con- 
gress, critics of the municipality have called 
attention to the fact that the local tax rate 
is no higher, and in many cases lower, than 
the rate obtaining in other cities of comparable 
size. The fact that Washington pays taxes 
upon full valuation, whereas in other cities 
only a partial valuation basis, exists, is always 
overlooked. 

So far there have been few concerted ef- 
forts to ascertain exactly what the taxpayer 
in other communities actually remits to the 
municipal treasury, and to tabulate the infor- 
mation for the guidance of Congress. The 
Board of Trade now has undertaken the task. 

A comprehensive questionnaire has been 
drafted and will be sent to cities throughout 


the country calling for information regarding . 


the total true value of taxable real estate, the 
tax rate per $100 assessed value on realty, 
the revenue produced, the exact amount of 
realty tax paid on a house, the sale price of 
which is $10,000, and a business property 
valued at $100,000, whether the tax rate and 
the assessment have raised or dropped in the 
last three years, and many other pertinent 
matters. Compilation of the answers un- 
doubtedly will bring to light the true municipal 
tax situations in American communities of a 
size comparable to that of Washington. 

The undertaking deserves highest commen- 
dation, representing, as it does, constructive 
effort to obtain all information possible for 
the purpose of righting an injustice. Capitol 
Hill is not opposed to sharing its just propor- 


tion of the cost of running the Federal City. 


Only small politicians, intent upon carrying 
forward the outworn tradition that Washing- 
ton is a leech upon the Government, sucking 
unwarranted funds from the Treasury, have 
insisted upon a continuance of the meager and 
unfair “lump sum” arrangement. The docu- 
ment which the Board of Trade will have ready 
in the fall should be irrefutable even by these 
politicians. Only by concerted effort such as 
this and universal cooperation can the Dis- 
trict of Columbia induce Congress to remove 
from the local taxpayer the unjust burden 
which he has been forced to bear for so long 
a time.

own, can but look aghast. It is the 


English of today. “Architecture,” said 


Mr. Medary, opening the sixteenth an- 
nual convention of the institute, “can 
have no existence apart from the ele- 
ments of which it is composed; no 
architecture can be created, or ever 
has been created, which is not an as- 
semblage of the arts; no truly great 
architecture ever was or can be, except 
it be a complete fusion of all the arts 
into a perfect harmony.” 

To invent offhand a new architec- 
tural style, comments the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer, is as impossible as to 
create a third pole for the earth or a 
fifty-third week for the year. When 
Gothic architecture died in the six- 
teenth century the creative material 
was all used up. The world’s taste 
turned to the renaissance, which was a 
revival of classic forms, and then to 
dwonrigkt. neo-classicism. Since then 
there have been distinctive and worthy 
elaborations, but there has been no 
fundamentally new discovery, because 
there is nothing left to discover. 

. Architecture continues to be a vital 
art because architects are constantly 
evolving new ideas and working out 
new suggestions, both esthetic and 
practical. But to clamor for a new 
architecture, an “American architec- 
ture,” is mere fatuous egotism. Ameri- 
Can greatness can do a great deal, but 
it can not work the miracle of creating 
something out of nothing. It can not 
create a new architecture because the 
classic and the Gothic include all there 
is of architecture. Intelligent and con- 


structive comment would demand not 
a new American architecture. but a 
conscientious effort to give America

I confess there was one line 1 
was not quite certain of, but was sure 
he would not know the difference. 

His comments gave me something to 
think about in regard to this subject. 
Just before we went to Europe my hus- 
band, Col. L. M. Maus, Medical Corps, 
had been stationed in Buffalo, N. Y.., 
and we had many friends among the 
Civilians. Mrs. Folsom, who was the 
mother of Mrs. Grover Cleveland, was 
about to marry Mr. Perrine. His daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Rich, was a friend of mine and 
was giving a tea and reception to Mrs. 
Cleveland and her mother, and 1 was 
asked to come early and assist in re- 
ceiving. This gave me an opportunity 
| to tell Mrs. Cleveland of this circum-_ 
stance, and to deplore the fact that our 
soldiers and school children were not 
more familiar with this patriotic song. 

Upon her return to Washington, Mrs. 
Cleveland brought the matter to the 
attention of Secretary Lamont, and or- 
ders were issued to the Army and Navy 
that our national air be played at the 
lowering of the flag each evening. 

This ceremony is particularly impres- 
sive when one crosses the Pacific Ocean 
on our Army transports, and feels far 
away from home and friends, as was the 
case before the radio came into use. 


The flag has been placed in-our schools,

on suggestions of lamb as a piece 
de resistance, for lamb has been ex- 
ceedingly high and scarce. We have in- 
dulged in a leg of lamb occasionly. 
much as we indulge in whipped cream 
and sugar and spices and all things 
nice, but we have felt, 1 think, that it 
was a delicacy and considerable of a 
treat. However, the season and the 
weather have helped the condition of 
lamb for the more ordinary uses, 60 
let us today have a menu requiring 
fillets of lamb, especially as this is the 
middle of the week, and we may nicely 
reserve a selection of a larger cut of 
meat for the yet-to-come Sunday din- 
ner. 


MENU. 


Clear cold consomme., 
Crackers. Ripe olives. 
Lamb fillets, sauteed. 

(Or substitute fish.) 
Creamed potatoes. String beans. 
Tomoto salad. 

Peaches with cream. 

Iced tea. 


Lamb Fillets Sauteed. 


Remove the bones from a two and 
one-half pound of lamb cut from the 
fore quarter of the animal and cut 
the meat into strips or narrow pleces 
about three-quarters of an inch to an 
inch in thickness. With a broad- 
bladed instrument flatten these pieces 
somewhat and then arrange them on 
a plate in a manner to facilitate cover- 
ing them with a dressing made of vine- 
gar and oil (equal parts), a small white 
onion, either grated or ground, and a 
bit of parsley chopped very fine. Add 
to this the necessary salt and pepper 
and pour it over the lamb. Allow it to 
remain there over night or all day. The 
dish in which it is prepared must be 
one that may be closely covered. Just 
before ready to serve‘sautee the pieces 
of lamb in sufficient butter to prevent 
their sticking to the hot frying pan 
into which they are dropped.

Halibut Pie. 


Cut the skin from a 2-pound slice 
of halibut steak and cut the meat in 
pieces, removing the bones. Place the 
fish in a saucepan and cover it with 
salted water, to which has been added 
one tablespoon of lemon juice. 
it to simmer for 8 minutes. In a 
frying pan heat four tablespoons cf 
salad oil in which has been sliced in 
tiny, thin slices, one clove of garlié. 
Sift into the oil six tablespoons of flour 
and blend to a smooth paste. Next 
strain the liquid in which the halibut 
has been simmering and add to it 
enough milk to bring the quantity to 
the quarter of a pint. Add this liquid 
very slowly to the mixture of oil and 
flour, stirring it constantly and con- 
tinue stirring after all of the liquid is 
added, until the whole is a smooth 
mass. Season with a half teaspoon of 
Worcestershire sauce and add a table- 
spoon of chopped parsley, and salt and 
pepper to taste. Add the halibut that 
has already been strained from the 
liquid in which it was cooked and place 
the whole in a buttered baking dish. 
Cover with a pastry crust or with 
mashed potato that has been forced 
through a pastry tube and arranged in 
little flute coils that entirely cover the 
top of the fish mixture. Garnish with 
a dash of paprika and place the dish 
in the oven to thoroughly heat, and 
allow the potatoes to brown slightly. 
Butter may be dotted over the top of 
the potato.

In event we do not wish to prepare 
such a dish as this happens to be, I 
shall pass along to our friends some 
fish salad suggestions that will, I think, 
be found interesting. 


Stuffed Whole Beats. 


Flake cold cooked halibut in small 
pieces, having the fish free from bones 
Scoop out the center of boiled beets 
that are young and tender (do not at- 
tempt to work with them until they are 
thoroughly cold) and chop the pieces 
of beet that come from the centers 
and add it to the flaked fish. Add two 
tablespoons of finely minced stuffed 
Olives and mix all together with suf- 
ficlent mayonnaise to moisten. It is 
attractive if desirable to add to the 
mixture a few drops of onion juice. 
Return the mixture to the centers of 
the beets, chill the whole and serve on 
crisp lettuce leaves with a strip of 
pimento or a garnish of rings of green 
pepper and mayonnaise. 


Salmon Salad. 


Mix lightly in a large bowl one cup 
of fresh or canned flaked salmon from 
which skin and any of the bone 
has been removed. Add to the fish a 
half cup of celery cut in small pieces, 
a few drops of onion juice to taste, salt 
and a bit of red pepper and sufficient 
mayonnaise to moisten the mixture. 
Scoop the seeds from the centers of 
green bell peppers that have been cut 
in halves lengthwise, and fill the cavity 
with a little row of center lettuce 
leaves that are light yellow and crink- 
ly, and mound the fish mixture in the 
center. Cover with mayonnaise or 
cream cheese dressing and chill thor- 
oughly before serving.

Of the clearings 
Outside of New York, Washington con- 
tributed $127,516,336, which was a gain 
Of $6,665,841 over May, but a decrease 
of $844,725, compared with June a year 
ago. 

Responsibility for this small gain in 
the country outside of New York in 
June rests largely with the Southern 
clearings, which fell 9.4 per cent from 
& year ago, “but it is worth noting,” 
Says Bradstreet’s, in presenting the 
compilation yesterday, “that the clear- 
ings in the Southwest and in the Far 
West in June were likewise smaller 
than a year ago.” 

For the six months of 1927 the clear- 
ings at 127 cities were $267,902,858,000, 
which marked a gain of 2 per cent over 
the like period of 1926. Of this total 
New York City furnished $156,433,000,- 
000, which was a gain of 4.1 per cent 
over the year before whereas the 126 
Other cities furnished an aggregate of 
$111,469,645,000, Washington's contri- 
bution being $714,439.560. This was a 
decrease for the group of nine-tenths 
of. 1 per cent below the total recorded 
‘in the corresponding six months of 
1926. 

One of the minor illustrations of ir- 
regularity visible in the detailed re- 
turns to Bradstreet’s is that 71 out of 
127 cities showed decreases in June 
from a year ago, whereas for the half 
year 54 cities showed decreases 
from 1926, while 73 showed gains. 


Strength of Shares Widespread. 


Strength was widespread yesterday in 
dealings on the Washington Stock Ex- 
change, but trading in most issues was 
quiet. 

Washington Railway and Electric 
preferred led the market in volume of 
turnover the opening sale was one- 
eighth better than Tuesday's close with 
10 shares moving at 915, while 80 
shares changed hands at 9134.

Bond Issue by Western Maryland. 


The Western Maryland Railway has 
asked the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission for authority to sell $12,000,000 
first and refunding mortgage 51% per 
cent gold bonds maturing July 1, 1977. 
Proceeds will be used in discharging 
certain obligations and the bonds al- 
ready have been sold to Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. at 964. 

The Western Maryland Railway has 
Outstanding bonds aggregating $12,000,- 
000 and bearing 6 per cent interest that 
will fall due in 1967. The new issue 
bearing 54% per cent interest will absorb 
the previoug bonds. 


Power Issues Shows Gain. 


Electric light and power public utility 
financing during the first half of the 
current year exceeded that of the cor- 
responding period last year by more 
than 9 per cent. The total for the 
six-month period was $%792,700,000, 
against $725,800,000 for the correspond- 
ing period last year, according to re- 
port yesterday by Electrical World. 
During the first few months of this 
year an exceedingly favorable market 
encouraged financing on a large scale, 
and the first quarter’s total showed an 
increase of 47 per cent over that record- 
ed for the first quarter of 1926. 

It has cost the industry considerably 
less to carry on its financing during 
1927, when yields have averaged from 
5.19 per cent to a high mark of 5.69 
per cent. During nine months of last 
year the average rate of return yielded 
the investor was over 5.50 per cent and 
@ 6.10 per cent mark was reached in 
February. “These figures indicate that 
the light and power industry has es- 
tablished a credit position on the money 
markets second to that of no other 
indutsry,” said a local investment 
banker yesterday, who pointed out that 
the present favorable market portends 
heavy financing for the second half of 
the year. 


Cake for Drury, 63. 


Peter A. Drury, president Merchants 
Bank and Trust Co., was forced to ad- 
mit to 63 years when associates and 
numerous friends dropped in yesterday 
to congratulate him on his birthday.

Railway Revenues Increase. 


Gross operating revenues of the 
Class 1 railroads in May amounted to 
9518,568,951 compared with $518,042,260 
in May, 1926, or an increase of one- 
tenth of 1 per cent; operating expenses 
totaled $390,786,518, compared with 
$389,145,044 in May a2 year ago, or an 
increase of.four-tenths of 1 per cent, 
according to reports filed by the car- 
riers with the Bureau of Railway Eco- 
nomics and made public yesterday. 

Net income of these railroads in May 
amounted * to $85,663,999, which, for 
that month, was at the annual rate of 
return of 4.70 per cent on their prop- 
erty investment. In May, 1926, their 
net railway operating income was $88,- 
129,798, or 4.96 per cent on their prop- 
erty investment. 

Class 1 railroads in May paid $32,- 
$74,914 in taxes. This brought the total 
tax. bill of these railroads for the first 
five months in 1927 to $152,463,591, an 
increase of $2,132,351, or 1.4 per cent 
above the corresponding period in 1926. 

Twenty-eight Class 1 railroads oper- 
ated at a loss in May, of which ten 
were in the Eastern District, four in the 
Southern and fourteen in the Western 
District. 

These Class i railroads for the first 
five months in 1927 had a net railway

question is how long after the novelty 
wears off does the driver remember 
the regulations he learned to obtain 
a permit. To what extent, if any, does 
the driver try to improve his knowledge 
of the local system in which traffic 
is handled after learning the rudi- 
ments of the system. 

A great many of the motorists are 
probably “subconsciously” aware that 
they have forgotten the regulations, 
or have not kept pace with changes 
made. 


Many Questions Are Missed. 


It is rare for an applicant to answer 
accurately all the questions, it is said. 
The majority miss one or two of the 
dozen or so asked them. When turned 
down, an applicant usually has missed 
five out of ten. Some questions are 
more important than others. Most 
regulations, which from time to time 
are put into effect, are not for motor- 
ists to memorize.- However, the police 
believe that an effort by the motorist 
to understand the local system and 
to put his mind to the task of learn- 
ing it will tend to reduce accidents, 
and so make an advance in safety. 

The following are questions, and 
their proper answers, on which appli- 
cants failed to make a passing grade: 

What is the maximum speed limit? 
Twenty-two miles an hour. 

What is the speed limit in alleys? 
Seven miles an hour. 

What is the speed limit in coming 
out of an alley? Three miles and hour. 

What should be done in coming out 
of an alley? Come to a dead stop and 
sound your horn. 

At a rate of speed of 20 miles an 
hour, what distance should you be able 
to stop with your foot brake? Fifty 
feet. 

With a hand brake? 
feet. 

At what distance should you be able 
to see an object, as large as a person or 
child, on streets at night with head- 
lights on? Two hundred feet. 

At what distance should the red 
light on the rear of your car be visible 
at night? 500 feet. 

Tags should be legible at what dis- 
tance? 50 feet. 

How close do you stop behind street 
cars loading and unloading passengers? 
Eight feet.

leased from his contract would be 
granted without question. Last year 
Callow signed a three-year contract 
with the University of Washington, al- 
though athletic authorities of Eastern 
institutions tried to entice him away 
from the West at that time. 

He became head crew coach at Wash- 
ington in 1023, when Coach Ed Leader 
went to Yale. Calliow’s varsity crews 
won the intercollegiate ot pry 
at Poughkeepsie in 1923 1924 and 1926, 
and were second in ‘1925 and 1927.

TRADE BOARD SEEKS 


Questionnaires to Be Sent 
Today to Municipalities of 
300,000 Population. 


COMPARATIVE FIGURES 


SOUGHT TO AID DISTRICT 
Congress Will Be Given the! 

Information to Establish | 
Equitable Rate. : 


To determine exactly how Washing- 
ton compares with cities of similar 
size throughout the country on the 
mooted subject of taxation, question- 
naires will be mailed today to cities of 
300,000 population and over by the 
Washington Board of Trade for data to 
be presented to Congress in an effort 
to establish an equitable rate to be paid 
by local taxpayers. Letters accompany- 
ing the questionnaires request that this 
information be obtained from thg tax 
collector, city auditor, assessor or real 
estate board. 


This action on the part of the trade 
organization was taken in answer to 
critics that the local tax rate of $1.70 
per $100 was below that of other cities. 
It is expected that this country-wide 
survey of taxes in other cities will show 
that with the Mall program for the 
Government and other Federal proper- 
ty, which is nontaxable, Washington 
property owners are shouldering more 
than their just share of the tax burden. 

Rising danger that the increasing 
rate of taxation is threatening the 
financial stability of the city prompted 
the Board of Trade to undertake the 
survey following a concerted protest 
of trade bodies to the District Com- 
missioners that the rate for the pres- | 
ent fiscal year be fixed at not higher 
than $1.65. Effective July 1, the city 
heads made a real estate tax of $1.70 
per $100. 


Much Information Sought, 


Information asked in the question- 
naires calls for the total true value of 
taxable real estate; tax rate per $100 
on the assessed value; how much reve- 
nue does this produce; total assessed 
value of real property within the cor- 
porate limits of the city; if the as- 
sessment has been raised or lowered 
within the past three years, and how 
much; if the real estate tax has been 
raised or lowered in the same period, 
and to what extent; any ordinance in 
the community regulating the value of 
assessments on real property; if the law 
of the city provides for 100 per cent 
of true value for tax purposes; is it 
customary to assess such property at 
the market value; annual ratio of non- 
colleetible to the amounts actually 
paid; value of intangigle property; tax 
rate on such property, and if the rate 
has been lowered or increased within 
the past few years; bonded indebted- 
ness of the city, and how much of the 
taxes is due to this amount, and per- 
centage of property within the city ex- 
empt from taxation. 

When this information is received 
from other cities, it will be turned over 
to the committee on municipal finance 
of the Board of Trade and in turn be 

resented to the Commissioners for 
‘the attention of Congress. 


Position Is Unparalleled. 


Washington’s position is unparallel- 
ed to that of any other city, it is 
pointed out. Being the seat of activi- 
ties of the Government, which are 
continually growing, the local taxpay- 
ers dole out annually in the neighbor- 
hood of $34,000,000 for the upkeep of 
the city, while Congress contributes as 
its share only 89,000,000. 

In recent years the lump sum from 
the Capitol has been consistently 
shrinking. Having no voice as to how 
their city should be run, yet with a 
steady increasing tax rate, protest from 
many property owners has been voiced. 
It is expected that this tax survey will 
produce actual facts supporting the 
contentions of the trade bodies that 
there should be a proper tax burden 
for the District and a proper portion 
contributed by Congress. 


Veteran Asks $50,000 
For His Wife’s Love 


George M. W. Shea. former member 
of the American Expeditionary Force, 
who wooed and won a pretty French 
girl, and was awarded an interlocutory 
decree for absolute divorce against her 
in Equity Court on May 31, filed suit 
yesterday in Circuit Court against 
Phillipe Charles Soyez, insurance and 
real estate broker, for $50,000 damages 
for the alleged alienation of the affec- 
tions of Mrs. Reine Rose Shea. 

Shea is now employed in the Treasury 
Department. He named Soyez codefend- 
ant in the divorce suit and proved the 
charges of unfaithfulness to the satis- 
faction of the court and was awarded 
the decree. Soyez has an office in the 
District National Bank Building. Shea 
married in Paris in December, 1918, 
when his bride was 17 years old. She 
was the daughter of a French official. 
After their arrival in this country Mrs. 
Shea operated a beauty parlor. Soyez is 
said to be a naturalized Brazilian. At- 
torney Vivian O. Hill appeared for 
Shea.

EXERCISES AT STATUE 
HONOR JOHN PAUL JONES 


180th Anniversary Observed 
at Services Held by Sons 
of Revolution. 


FRANCE IS REPRESENTED 


In observance of the 180th anniver- 
sary of the birth of John Paul Jones, 
exercises were conducted yesterday at 


the statue of the Revolutionary patriot 
in Potomac Park, under the auspices 
of the Sons of the Revolution. A wreath 
was placed at the base of the statue by 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy for 
Aeronautics Edward P. Warner. 

Grouped around the statue, in addi- 
tion to the national colors and the 
banners of the society, were replicas 
of flags used in the Revolution, includ- 
ing the first flag of the American Navy, 
floated at the masthead of the Alfred 
by Lieut. John Paul Jones in January, 
1776. The brief but impressive cere- 
monies were witnessed by a large gath- 
ering. Maj. George Thenault, assistant 
military attache, represented the French 
Embassy. An invocation was delivered 
by the Rev. Thomas Edward Green, 
chaplain of the Sons of the Revolution. 

The committee of the society in 
charge of the ceremonies included 
Rear Admiral L. A. Bostwick, U. S. N., 
chairman; Richard V. Barry, Dr. Mc- 
Pherson Chrichton, Lieut. Comdr. Louls 
P. Clephane, U. S. N. R. F., First Lieut. 
William Carvel Hall, U. 8S. M. C.; Dr. 
George H. MacLean, Francis E. Pope, 
Capt. Frederick G. Pyne, U. S. N., Brig. 
Gen. George Richards and Brig. Gen. 
Dion Williams, U. S. M. C. These were 
accompanied by the color guard of the 
society under Maj. Edward F. Riggs and 
members of the Board of Managers, 
headed by Dr. Marcus Benjamin, 
president of the Sons of the Revolu- 
tion in the District. 

John Paul Jones, the Scottish- 
American naval hero, was born at Kirk- 
bean, Kirkcudbrightshire, Scotland, July 
6, 1747. He served brilliantly in the 
American Navy during the War of the 
Revolution. Later he abandoned the 
American service and entered the 
French and subsequently the Russian 
navy. After serving under Prince 
Potemkin in the Black Sea, he returned 
to Paris in 1790 and died there on July 
18, 1792. 


Headquarters Moved 
Here for Flood Relief 


Headquarters of the Red Cross Mis- 
sissippi Valley flood relief will be 
moved from New Orleans to Washing- 
ton Monday and the Red Cross relief 
workers will be directed from this city. 

Latest flood statistics show that 25 
refugee camps are still operating, a de- 
crease of about one half in the last 
month. These are sheltering 28,725 per- 
sons. A total of 230,889 persons are be- 
ing fed by the Red Cross outside of 
camps and 56,414 in Louisiana, Arkan- 
sas, Illinois and Missouri have been 
given rehabilitation aid. The relief 
headquarters will be in the assembly 
hall of the National Headquarters 
Building. 


Cruise of Reserves 
Delayed 2 More Days

delayed two more days because of an 
accident to the propellers of their ship, 
the destroyer Alien, at New York, 
Tuesday.

Pulverized Coal Test 
To Be Made on Ship 


(Associated Press.) 


Pulverized coal, with which the Navy 
and Shipping Board have been experi- 
menting in laboratories as a possibly 
cheaper substitute for oil in marine 
propulsion, is to be given an actual 
tryout at sea. 

The board yesterday approved a 
proposal to install powdered coal burn- 
ing apparatus on the 9,730-ton steamer 
Mercer, now laid up at Norfolk.

BETTER FIRE PROTECTION 
URGED AT ST, ELIZABETHS 


Deputy Marshal Filés Report 
on Condition of Equipment 
at Hospital. 


CHANGES ARE PROPOSED 


Recommendations for improving fire- 
fighting equipment at St. Elizabeths 
Hospital were made in a report. filed 
yesterday with George S. Watson, chief 
engineer of the District Fire Depart- 
ment, by C. C. Achstetter, deputy fire 
marshal. 

Achstetter made a similar report in 
1920 and the present one is a duplica- 
tion of the earlier report, except to 
acknowledge the compliance with some 
of the 1920 recommendations. The re- 
port says: 

“Favorable comment is made upon 
the excellent. condition in which the 
buildings are kept. They were inspected 
from cellar to attic, the upper floors, 
and especially the cellars being free 
from trash, with the exception of a few 
instances where some paper had been 
thrown around by patients in our-of- 
the-way places, about which the offi- 
clals were not aw&re.” 

Detailed descriptions of all buildings 
are included and a number of minor 
and a few major structural changes are 
suggested. It is stated that “heating of 
all buildings by steam generated at the 
power plant reduces fire hazard to a 
minimum.” Changes in fire alarm sys- 
tem and regulations are suggested, 
stress being laid on having a full quota 
of attendants on duty at night in all 
bulldirigs where patients are locked in 
to — letting them out in case 
of fire.

COMMERCE GROUPS 
PLANNING FEDERAL 
AIRPORT NEASURE 


Government Should Foot Cost 
of Developing Site, Dele- 
gates Declare. 


ASSOCIATIONS GUARD 
AGAINST TAX BURDEN 


Estimates of Expense Ex- 
pected From U. S. Engi- 
neers’ Office Soon. 


Willingness to support a substantial, 
businesslike arrangement for provid- 
ing an airport here while maintaining 
at the same time a position of zealous 
watchfulness to see that the airport 
occasions no increase in taxation, was 
the tenor of a meeting of the trade 
groups special subcommittee on the air- 
port, in the offices of the Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday 

The committee was of the opinion 


that the development of the Grawelly 
Point site for a permanent airport, or 
any other site, should be at the ex- 
pense of the Federal Government. Legis- 
lation will be drawn up, it is said, for 
the development of the Gravelly Point 
site by Government appropriation. 

Estimates covering the cost of the 
development of the site under various 
conditions probably will be available 
from the United States engineer’s of- 
fice in the next day or two. 


Covell Requests Estimates. 


“Maj. W. E. R. Covell, Assistant Engi- 
neer-Commissioner, has requested the 
estimatés, and will incorporate them in 
his report to-the Commissioners, which 
will be made this.week in case the esti- 
mates are received. 

E C. Graham, presidént of the Board 
of Trade and chairman ofthe special 
subcommittee, said: 

“We must keep our hand at the 
throttle and see that the District is not 
burdened with excessive taxation. 

“At the same time we want the air- 
port and should bear our part of the 
expense of equipping and maintaining 
it.” 

Maj. Gen. Anton Stephan wanted as- 
surance that the Gravelly Point site 
would not be in Virginia after it was 
developed. A special committee com- 
posed of Chapin Brown, of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce; Morris D. Rosenberg, 
of the Merchants and Manufacturers 
Association, and E. C. Brandenburg, of 
the Board of Trade, was appointed to 
investigate this phase. 

Meanwhile, the Baltimore air mall 
and airport enthusiasts will make a last 
bid for the air mail before Postoffice 
Department officials some time this 
week. The officials of the department 
are marking time, waiting on Wash- 
ington.
